The striking Hlectric Corporation 
workers in ἘΠῚ will be ordered 
pack to work by Emergency Regula- 
tlons to be promulgated “within 48 
hours” (as of yesterday) shouki the 
strike, which has curtailed Filat's 
water supply, continue, the Cabinet 
decided yesterday. 

The strike, affecting the normal 
routine at Eilat's two water desali- 
nation plants, was inflicting hard- 
ship on Eilat residents and tourists, 
the Cabinet was told by the Min- 
isters of Agriculture, Development, 
and Tourism. 

The Cabinet statement sald the 
Emergency Regulations step had 
teen decided on “since there could 
be no acquiescence to the cutting 
of the city’s water supply.” 

The Jerusalem Post’s Bilat cor- 
respondent reported: 

The water supply to the city’s 
hotels and industries ‘(the port, 
Eilat-Ashdod Pipeline Company, 
Timpa Copper Mines, and others) 
were again cut off last night he- 
tween 10 o’clock until five this 
morning. 

Official reaction to the situation, 
which is daily becoming more acute 


with the depletion. of the town's" 
reservoirs, came yesterday from 
Mr. Gideon Ben-Yisrael, ‘Deputy 
Manager of the Labour Relations

make “one last attempt” to 
negotiate a solution to the labour 
dispute between the workers and 
management of the Electric Corpo- 
ration, which has resulted in the 
town's desalination plants operating 
at only 50 per cent capacity,

Only four perma- 
nent members have not yet been 
caught. 

The Sudanese Communists have 
Precipitated in an acute form the 
conflicts between the Arab revolu~ 
tionary nationalists aud themselves, 
and between the revolutionary Arab 
States and the Communist countries 
of Eastern Europe. It is still unclear 
what the final outcome will be of 
this conflict between the rival re- 
voluftionary camps in the Afro-Arab 
world.
